Justice has fre- 
quently been baffled; for he who is about to commit 
a crime will also endeavour to leave no traces of bis 
act. If detective officers are sharp in collecting 
scattered threads of evidence and weaving them into 
one continuous whole, criminals are conscious that their 
lives depend upon their skill in obviating discovery. 
In London a reaction has taken place in the esti- 
mation of cireumstantial evidence, and the conviction 
of Mullens for the murder of Mrs, Elmsly is one of 
the results of it. The ease in Dublin is far weaker 
in the strength of circumstantial evidence, but equal 
in all ite horrors. |

Tue British Funds, that sensitive barometer of pub- 
lic opinion, rose slightly yesterday. The cause, 
perhaps, was the reported failure of the Warsaw 
Conferences. The illness of the Dowager Empress 
of Russia was considered, in some degree, as ex- 
aggerated to serve as a pretext for the sudden disrup- 
tion of the Congress. But the illness of the Empress 
is really serious, if it be true that at the Russian 
Embassy at Paris intelligence of her death is hourly 
expected. This puts an end to a world of specula- 


tion, and at once accounts for the early departure 


of 


the Czar. It is no longer necessary to suppose that 
Russia had demanded, as the price of assistance, the 
aid of Austaim in procuring the revision of the Treaty 
of Paris. The language of the Continental journals 
is almost unanimously expressive of hopes of peace— 
not from any disinclination on the part of the 
Northern Powers to engage in war, but from the 
difficulty of forming an agreement in all points 
satisfactory to both. It is alleged that there was no 
protocol, no compact or convention made. Whether 
this is the case or not can ouly be known by acts, 
as the policy of the three Powers becomes developed. 
In the face of the immense preparations of France, 
and her armies, ready like “greyhounds on the 
“slip,” the Northern Powers should temporise. 
What plan would appear more likely to throw an 
enemy off his guard, or to gain time for preparation, 
than to lead Europe to believe that no arrangement 
had been made? The world has learned to distrust 


such proofs of peace. 


The Presse of yesterday asserts that the Princes 
who met at Warsaw have actually decided upon a cer- 
tain line of action. According to this authority, the 


military assistance of Russia and Prussia will 


be 


given to Austria only in case she be attacked : that 
is, if aay invasion of Venetia take place, or ifa re- 


volt be excited in Hungary. Both these events, if 


not immediate, are certainly approximating. Even 


the Presse, while assuring its readers that there is 


no immediate danger of war, bases its belief upon 
the supposition that Piedmont will not take the of- 
fensive against Austria for some months to come. 
Piedmont has, indeed, much to complete before she 
engages in a new war. She has to expel Francis II. 


from his entrenchments round Gaeta; she has 


to 


organise and s ttle the government of a country four 
times as large as her own hereditary territory, and 
one which the Executive has plunged into deplorable 
confusion. The winter, too, is rapidly approaching, 
when armies cannot march. Piedmont cannot enter- 
tain the suicidal intention of assailing Austria at this 
moment, when the utmost energy and sagacity of her 
statesmen are required to allay the jealousies and ar- 


range the Government of her new acquisitions.

Sertovs Case or STABBING AT St. Joun’s Poixt.— 
Not many months have elapsed since a man named Wad- 
dock was fatally stabbed in the town of Ardglass. The 
particulars of the homicide having been fully described 
at the time, it will be recollected that the unfortunate 
affair took place between sailors engaged in the herring 
fishery, and that it was occasioned by drink. On Thaurs- 
day evening last, a dispute occurred on board the Mar- 
tha Whitmore, at present stranded at St. John’s Point, 
in Dundrum Bay, which might have been attended with 
equally fatal results, as Í regret to say, the knife was 
ferociously used by one of the party in the dispute. The 
affray first originated with two individuals named M‘Ken- 
zie and O'Donnell, and during the altercation which took 
place between them a man named John M Donald inter- 
fered, with a view to put an end to the dispute, when, 
after one or two angry words, M'Kenzie drew his knife 
and stabbed M Donald behind the right ear, and after- 
wards under the right shoulder. Another sailor, James 
Hagan, who was on the best of terms with M'Kenzie, 
endeavoured to take the knife from him, and, in doing 
so, he received a cut on the side which, it would appear, 
was but the commencement of M'Kenzie’s ferocity ; for 
“he atterwards evinced an uncontrollable thirst for blood, 
particularly that of Hagan. On receiving the first cut, 
which was s slight one, Hagan retreated, but M‘Kenzie 
followed him, and succeeded in inflicting another on the 
left hip. In the pursuit ot Hagan, M'Kensie was fortu- 
nately tripped up by O'Donnell, which afforded the 
former the advantage of a few seconds of time; but 
when at the wheel Hagan stumbled, he was overtaken 
by his pursuer, who stabbed him dreadfully in the right 
side. Hagan then endeavoured to get into a boat which 
was ly ing alongside the ship, and when descending by 
means of a rope, M'Kenzie cut his hands in order to 
cause him to let go his hold. Hagan succeeded in 
getting into the boat; M‘Kenzie then jumped overboard, 
but was secured beiore he reached the shore. The 
Killough Constabulary, in charge of Constable Leddy, 
were 8000 in attendance, when M Kenzie and O'Donnell 
were given into their custody, Oa the arrival of Dr. 
Harrison, the wounded men were examined, and their 
sufferings, as far as possible, alleviated. They were at 
once removed to the County Infirmary, Dr. Harrison 
being of opinion that the wounds were of a serious 
nature. Depositions were afterwards taken before 
Captain Despard, J.P., when O'Donnell was liberated, 
and M‘Kenzie committed for further examination. lt 
is necessary to state that some slight scratches are 
apparent on M'Kenzie’s face, which, he alleges, were 
inflicted by the knives of M‘Donald and Hagan. The
